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EXPERT SAYS 
AGE TO DOOM 
HIGHLAND TREES 


The Monterey pine trees on 
East Highland, between Bald¬ 
win and Canon avenues, are 
dying of old age. 

That was the gist of a report 
received by the City Council 
Tuesday night from City Ad¬ 
ministrator R. Merritt Baker. 
Mr. Baker obtained his infor¬ 
mation from A. J. Barton, su¬ 
perintendent of roadside trees 
with the Los Angeles County 
Department of Parks and Rec¬ 
reation. 

Residents in the area had 
asked the city to take steps to 
save the ailing trees. But Mr. 
Barton pointed out, in effect, 
that although forced feeding 
and “other measures” could 
probably prolong their lives it 
would be just a matter of time 
until the city had to remove 
them anyway. 

The life expectancy of that 
type of pine tree is between 30 
and 35 years, Mr. Bartron said, 
so the city’s best action would 
be to replace each one, as it 
dies, with a more durable tree 
for roadside use.

New Parking Law 
Gets First Reading 

First reading was given Tues¬ 
day night to the proposed ordi¬ 
nance that will set up one-hour 
parking in the downtown shop¬ 
ping center. 

The new ordinance, when of¬ 
ficially adopted, will call for 
the one-hour parking where 
two-hour parking is currently 
the rule. This area extends, 
roughly, from the Safeway 
Store east on Sierra Madre 
boulevard to the east end of 
Roberts Market, on Baldwin 
from Montecito to the old post 
office building, and all of 
Kersting Court. The parking 
limit, excepting Sunday and 
holidays, would be in effect 
from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


Hopes for reviving the Sierra Madre Chamber os commerce 
were expressed Monday night at a meeting of the Businessmen's 
Association, held at the City Hall.

Phone Users 
To Get New 
Interim Rate 


FIRE SWEEPS 
PARTS OF 3 
PROPERTIES 


Telephone rate increases 
which will affect Sierra Ma- 
dreans were granted the Cali¬ 
fornia Water and Telephone 
Company on an interim basis 
yesterday by the State Public 
Utilities Commission. 

The order is effective Aug. 11 
and provides an average in¬ 
crease of 6.8 per cent of ex¬ 
change revenue. 

Coin box calls will be in¬ 
creased from the present 5 
cents to 10 cents. 

Individual line residence flat 
rate monthly charges go up 30 
cents; two-party residence fees 
will go up 25 cents a month. 
Single-party business flat rate 
will increase 60 cents a month, 
and the two-party business fee 
will go up to 45 cents a month. 

This is an interim rate in¬ 
crease and on Sept. 3 the com¬ 
mission will resume hearings 
on the company’s petition for 
permanent increases that will 
net it an additional $278,000 in 
revenue annually. 

This interim rate will give 
the company an additional 
$172,000 a year on the whole 
system which includes Monro¬ 
via and San Fernando as well 
as Riverside County. Here is the 
actual schedule of new rates 
for Sierra Madre per month: 
residence, individual — $4.55, 
two-party, $3.75; business serv¬ 
ice, individual—$9.85, two-par¬ 
ty, $7.45. 


A brush fire early Monday

‘BIG RUMBLE’ LEAVES CITY 
WITH JUST MINOR DAMAGE 


Sierra Madre took Monday’s early morning earthquake right 
in stride, with only minor property damage reported thoughout 
the city. 

The dearth of multiple-story buildings here was generally 
conceded to be the reason Sierra Madre got off so easily. 

The quake did budge one canyon home a little, and police 
went quickly to 549% Brookside Lane when a neighbor reported 
that “the house next door is falling down.” 

Officers found that the structure had moved “a little bit,” 
particularly the brick chimney. 

A ruptured water pipe caused moderate damage at Reece’s 
5 and 10 Cent Store. Owner J. W. Reece became the only Sierra 
Madre “casualty” of the quake when he wrenched his back while 
trying to retrieve merchandise from under a flooded counter. 

At Roess Market, the temblor left many canned goods scat¬ 
tered around the floor. But Owner David Roess said, “Miraculous¬ 
ly, no bottles or jars were broken.” «. 

After a careful look around, Superintendent Charles A Skutt 
diagnosed the City School building “as sound as a dollar.” 

As was the case in many Southland communities, residents 
here saw light flashes immediately following the quake. Robert 
Green, Sierra Madre office manager of Southern California Edison 
Company, said these flashes were caused by the slapping together 
momentarily of high tension wires. 

Many Sierra Madreans reported minor "incidents” resulting 
from the Big Rumble. Among them were: a Venetian blind fell 
at Artist Alfred James Dewey’s studio, narrowing missing several 
paintings; Mrs. Ann Wagner reported a crooked picture; Mrs. J. 
P. O’Neill, 1130 S. Tropical avenue, Upper Hastings Ranch, said 
a recording machine was broken and a vase knocked over. 

Subsequent shakers, including the sharp one at 12:55 a.m. 
yesterday morning, caused no local damage, according to reports.

Hoping for "better luck” in 
the next world and charging 
her parents to take care of her 
pet dog, Jane Everest Tyler, 29, 
died last week, apparently a 
suicide, according to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre police. 

Miss Tyler’s body was found 
in her apartment at 174 E. 
Montecito Thursday morning 
by her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sidney W. Tyler of Pasadena. 
An overdose of sleeping pills 
was blamed for her death. 

A note, addressed to “Dear 
Mom and Pop,” was reported 
lying on a bedside table and 
said: 

“Please forgive me. I don’t 
seem to be getting anywhere in 
this world. Maybe I’ll have bet¬ 
ter luck in the next one. Please 
take good care of Jasper for me. 
Love, Jane.” 

Police said a phone call from 
Miss Tyler’s employer, Myron 
Thom, DVM, veterinary sur¬ 
geon, stating that she hadn’t 
reported to work and that he 
could get no answer on the 
telephone, prompted Mr. and 
Mrs. Tyler to start the checking 
that ended in finding their 
daughter dead in her bed.

“You MUST know the where¬ 
abouts of your child at all 
times,” Sheriff E. W. Biscailuz 
today cautioned parents as 
missing child reports sharply 
increased. 

In a nine-month period, more 
than 1800 children were report¬ 
ed missing, Sheriff Biscailuz 
added. In the majority of these 
cases, these children were gone 
from their homes from two to 
six hours, some over night, be¬ 
fore parents became aware of 
their absence. 

In a 30-day period, one of the 
sheriff’s stations had 43 chil¬ 
dren reported missing, which 
amounted to more than 50 per 
cent of the missing child re¬ 
ports received for that month 
by all 12 of the sheriff’s sta¬ 
tions combined. Recently, this 
station had seven children re¬ 
ported missing in one day, and 
all at the same time. 

“It is tragic indeed that par¬ 
ents will not heed the warnings 
contained in the newspaper ac¬ 
counts of children seriously in¬ 
jured, burned or molested be¬ 
cause they were allowed to 
wander about the neighbor¬ 
hood or were unsupervised in 
play activities,” Sheriff Biscai- 
luz declared.

She 
makes a desperate effort to get 
to the children’s bedroom, but 
she is shut off by flame com¬ 
ing from the room. Frantic, she 
runs to the phone to find that 
the wires have all been burned 
off. Nothing to do but call for 
help. The flames are spreading 
rapidly. 

A neighbor has arrived, while 
his wife phones the fire de¬ 
partment. The police patrolman 
has reached the scene and with 
the neighbor makes a strug¬ 
gling endeavor to save the 
children. The children are be¬ 
ing rescued just as the firemen 
are prepared to apply water to 
the burning building The fire 
is extinguished after much 
damage has been done. Only 
to keep this picture from being 
too horrible, all lives are saved 
but on many occasions through¬ 
out the nation, many lives are 
lost from the same sort of fire. 

Despite the fact that we have 
been able to show a very low 
fire Joss covering several years, 
the Board of Underwriters en¬ 
gineers is not too complimen¬ 
tary about it. At least they 
failed to brag very much on 
our work. 

Maybe they feel that we are 
exceptionally lucky. I guess we 
are at that. 

Surely some of the fire in¬ 
spection work and the constant 
alertness, combined with con¬ 
tinuous effort to keep the pub¬ 
lic fire conscious does some 
good. If not, then there is little 
use of worrying muph about it. 
Let’s just trust to luck? Shall 
we? After all, maybe engineers 
can be wrong. It doesn’t seem 
good sense to get careless and 
not try to prevent fire. There 
are too many people like that 
already. We won’t be that way. 
We’ll just keep on tryin’ to stop 
that fire that is tryin’ to over¬ 
take us. 

So-o-o-o-o-o-o- lets get to¬ 
gether and keep a sharp look¬ 
out for the hazard that is liable 
to start a serious fire. We’d 
rather keep ’em out than put 
’em out. Yours truly.

Many of these duties re¬ 
quire time and many of us DO 
NOT have the time to devote 
to them. We cannot ask too 
much of volunteers who are 
Very busy men in their own 
vocation.

Work Shop 

Four representatives of the 
Sierra Madre Coordinating 
Council attended the week-long 
sessions of the annual Clare¬ 
mont Workshop from Monday 
through Friday last week. 

They included the president, 
Mrs. John E. Conzelman, Jr., 
and Mrs. Daniel D’Arcy, Mrs. 
Charles Rizzo and the Rev. Don¬ 
ald Ostrander. 

The Workshop each year 
studies problems of welfare at 
the community level, and this 
year the emphasis was placed 
on the well-being of the na¬ 
tion’s youth. Title for the five- 
day session was “Youth Fights 
The Battle—Must The Children 
Pay The Bills?” 

Each morning session was 
addressed by a prominent edu¬ 
cator, psychiatrist or social 
worker, and most of those at¬ 
tending were social workers 
and professional staff members 
of community welfare groups. 

Dr. Donald McNassar, dean 
of education for the graduate 
school at Claremont, led off 
with an adddress on “Environ¬ 
ment for the Optimum Growth 
and Development of Children.” 

One of the outstanding psy¬ 
chiatrists in this area, Dr. Eu¬ 
gene Pompian-Mindlin, was an¬ 
other member of the faculty, 
as was Dr. C. P. Loomis, pastor 
of the First Congregational 
Church of San Diego; Marian 
Nicholson of the U.S.C. School 
of Social Work, and Dr. Walter 
Hepner, president of San Diego 
State College, who made the 
closing address on Friday. 

The local group will coordi¬ 
nate the material from the ses¬ 
sions and integrate it into the 
program for this city.
